and the floors were piled high 
with boxes of fruit, much of It held 
in the* house' because o f 
t h e car 
shortage. Suddenly the floors upon 
which nearly a hundred people were 
working began 
to 
sink 
and 
the 
bove- of fruit bogan to sway 
and 
topple over 
Women File O ut 
Quickly and quietly, H. F. Hen­ 
dricks. the foreman, marshalled tho 
women and girls, and by the time 
the floors had dropped four or five 
t'e t all were safely out of the build­ 
ing. 
Then after a short rest, 
the 
floors with their many tons of fruit 
dropped another four or five feet, 
the main floor coming to a stop on 
ti:c basement floor and the second 
floor stopping near where the main 
floor had bern. 
The sinking wat not even through­ 
out and part of the floor sank farther 
than the rest, resulting in a toppling 
over of the fruit boxes and lemons 
were 
scattered 
promiscuously all 
over the place 
Approximately half 
of the large building wan not af­ 
fected, tho floors In that portion re­ 
maining In pla< e 
Today Manager P. W. Damon and 
associates were busy getting order 
out of chaos and making plans for 
the immediate future.

sorted and plans were being made 
for rebuilding the wrecked structure. 
Fruit Damage Small 
Very little of the' fruit was dam ­ 
aged, it was said, and It probably 
will not be long before the house 
is rebuilt and packing be under way 
again. 
Looking at the wreckage in 
the 
building It seems one of the modern 
miracles that the disaster did 
not 
take its 
toll in human 
lives 
and 
maimed people. Several of the pack­ 
ers had narrow escapes from being 
hit bv boxes of fruit as they topple d 
over, and one man. working in the 
basement, also was endangered, hut 
got out without injury. 
The packing he use' was built about 
ti ce years ago.

busy or too good to take a hand 
in politics merely declares that 
he thinks he Is too good or too 
busy to assume his share of re­ 
sponsibility for the wise direc­ 
tion of the affairs 
of 
his own 
country. 
No one in time of war thinks 
of boasting that he is either a 
slacker or a deserter. 
But there 
are actually men 
and 
women 
who think it Is a sign of superi­ 
ority to affect 
a 
wisdom and 
goodness which prevents 
them 
from taking an interest and a 
hand in the control of public af­ 
fairs through 
the 
one means 
open to the citizen—the field of 
politics. 
file man or woman who sneers 
or rails at politics and public af­ 
fairs without taking a hand in 
their regulation is a legitimate 
object in a republic like ours of 
pity 
and 
contempt. 
W hether 
this course he the result of ig­ 
norance or of indifference, the 
effect of such 
self 
exclusion 
from the functions of self-gov­ 
ernment is the same. 
It Is not necessary to he a pro­ 
fessional politician in order to 
take an active and effective hand 
in politics. 
In fact this nation 
rn us! he sated, if it be saved at 
•ill. bv the citizen who gives an 
intelligent attention to politics 
incidentally 
to 
his 
every-day 
work in other fields. 
And what field of duty more in­ 
viting than that of the intelli­ 


gent exercise of one s influence 
in the determination of the af­ 
fairs of o n es country. 
W hat 
service to society calling for a 
higher degree 
of 
intelligence, 
broader information, knowledge 
of human nature and ability to 
"do things” than politics in a 
republic like ours; what area of 
endeavor throwing one into more 
interesting and enlightening re­ 
lationship with one’s fellows? 
Why should not men and wom­ 
en show the same zeal in in­ 
forming themselves about poli­ 
tics and public affairs, the prop­ 
er determination 
of 
which so 
vitally affects the future of our 
nation, as they do in becoming 
’ fans” along other lines of hu­ 
man activity, some of them of no 
hearing whatever 
upon 
public 
welfare? 
The truth is that with all the 
big talk about creating a better 
social, economic 
and 
political 
order in our republic, there is 
only one way in which this can 
happen, and that is through a 
more general, a more Intelligent 
and a more effective exercise of 
citizenship rights, duties and op­ 
portunities for practical, human 
service by the everv-day people 
of this country. 
Political activ. 
tty. based not upon mere fealty 
to 
individuals 
or 
desire 
for 
office-holding or for power to be 
used for personal purposes, but 
upon 
fealty to principle, upon 
love of country, and the aspira­ 
tion to serve it. should be held 
up before the people of this na­ 
tion as the noblest occupation of 
citizenship. 
It 
should 
be ui> 
dermood that the man or woman 
who refuses to take a hand In 
l>olitit s or public affairs except 
as a mere ‘ kicker" or “knocker” 
and chronic critic of what is donti 
by those who do anything, is not 
the superior being he professes 
to be.

They have been removed from the 
drug stores and banks and will be 
removed from rooming houses and 
other places where they are main­ 
tained, unless the proprietors 
wish 
to assume full responsibility for their 
use. 
Responsibility of the proprietors 
In the past has been only partial— 
they were responsible only for the 
monthly rental. 
They were known 
at phone headquarters as restricted 
I hones, phones that could not be us­ 
ed for long distance work. 
Painted m arks on the switchboard 
indicated them to the operators. The] 
paint in time wears off, the mark is 
lost to the operator, with the result! 
that long distance calls are taken bv 
the operators, with a charge against 
the number. 
lxing distance charges against the 
number caused the proprietors and 
the telephone management no end 
of trouble. 
The proprietors held 
the company responsible for permit-1 
ring long distance 
calls 
to

through. 
The telephone company 
refused to be the "goat,’’ and the

Excerpts from Geo. 
H. Sawyer’s report 
of

meeting of the National Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation at Chicago are giv 
en herewith. 
"It was very pleasing to find a half 
dozen ladies present among the dele­ 
gates and they were al^on the plat­ 
form before the close of the meeting 
with ringing speeches on the rela­ 
tion of women to the,Farm Bureau. 
Our representative in Washington, 
Gray Silver, of West Virginia, gave 
an excellent report on our activities 
there. 
Some very effective work 
has already been accomplished and 
we can expect to hear much from 
our office in the National City, which 
work is being strengthened and be­ 
coming more important constantly. 
Dr. True. Chief of the States Rela­ 
tions Service, addressed the conven­ 
tion and was well received. 
He 
praised the work of the farm bureau 
and stated that, for the general wel­ 
fare of the country that agriculture 
must be made profitable and that the 
rural standard of living 
must 
be 
raised in order to make country life 
attractive to the people that are need­ 
ed on the farms.

President Wilson, of Wilson & Co.,

Vacation On The Farm 


Sociologists tell us that this nation is passing from the agricultural 
stage of its civilization to the industrial. 
This fact may or may not be 
consoling to one who contemplates the seriousness of the farm labor 
shortage and the consequent decrease in farm production. 
Whether or 
not it will all work out satisfactorily in some future generation, the fact 
remains that right now we need wheat and corn and beans and potatoes 
and milk and butter and eggs and fruit and many other things which 
come to us from the farm. 
And we seem destined not to have these 
necessaries in anywhere nearly sufficient quantity this year if the farm 
labor shortage is not met promptly. 
Kansas is asking for 40,000 additional harvesters from outside her 
own boundaries. 
Michigan wants 24,000 farm workers. 
The Michigan 
Farm Bureau reports that 11,537 farms in the state will not be worked 
this year, while other land which will be worked will show decreased pro­ 
duction. 
The labor shortage looms up as mighty serious to the farmer. 
It 
is going to be equally serious for the town dweller, although he does not 
seem to realize it yet. 
It is time for friendly co-operation between these 
two groups. 
The Illinois Agricultural Association has instituted a back-to-the- 
farm movement by which it hopes to interest men who have had farm 
experience, but who have left farms for city jobs, in returning to help 
the farmer for one season at least. 
The association is running a farm- 
labor clearing house. 
It seeks the special opportunity for the skilled 
worker, and finds some sort of work for every applicant unless he is ab­ 
solutely unfitted for farming. 
The encouraging feature of the associa­ 
tion’s work is that there are applicants. 
In other states an appeal is be­ 
ing made to college and high school students to spend their vacations 
farming. 
Farm wages are good nearly everywhere, and young men could 
scarcely find better opportunity for reaping financial gain, health and 
pleasure from a vacation job.

Reviews of the food situation 
from both official 
and 
private 
sources 
indicate 
an 
alarming 
prospect for the next year or 
two at least, and probably long­ 
er. 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture and statisticians of period­ 
icals dealing 
with 
agricultural 
topics agree that there has been 
a large decrease in the acreage 
sown to grain, and that farmers 
are planning to curtail operations 
In production of other cultivated 
food crops because of scarcity of 
labor. 
Now comes information 
from a member of the Federal 
Reserve Board 
in 
the 
west, 
showing that on account of enor­ 
mous exports of beef, there is a 
certainty of a shortage of meat. 
According to his statem ent, in­ 
dications from the dairy districts 
indicate 
marked 
encroachment 
upon the dairy herds for beef 
slaughter. 
At the close of 1919, 
most 
live 
stock 
communities 
such as Texas, Montana, Colo­ 
rado, Wyoming and Idaho, show­ 
ed that the breeding stock had 
been reduced to less than 50 per 
cent of normal. 
It will be re­ 
membered that under the opera­ 
tion of the Food Administration 
the cost of some cattle feeds in­ 
creased uptll dairymen found it 
unprofitable 
to 
conduct their 
business 
In some states, the 
dairymen went out of business in 
large numbers and sent their cow s 
to the slaughter houses. 
They 
quit 
ar, 
unprofitable business, 
and went to town where they 
could get the high wages offered 
by cost-plus contractors 
or 
in 
other lines of city employment. 
A general idea of the enor­ 
mous increase in the slaughter 
of beef animals is indicated by 
the fact that in 1914 the total 
exports of beef from the United 
States amounted to only 33,00b,- 
ObO pounds, whereas the exports 
increased 
to 
700,000,000. 
In 
1919 the exports were 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
280,000,000 
pounds, or nearly nine times the 
exports of 1914. 
If I his ex­ 
port of beef meat meant merely 
the killing of animals in the nor­ 
mal way — the slaughter of the 


increase — there would he no 
cause for concern. 
But the fig­ 
ures mean that there has been 
an extensive slaughter of the fe­ 
male beef cattle — the animals 
upon which the country must de­ 
pend for its annual beef crop. 
Incidentally it may be rem ark­ 
ed I hat in addition to the heavy 
slaughter of dairy cattle by reas­ 
on of the unprofitableness of the 
business, there has also been a 
large decrease in the number of 
dairv animals due to strict en­ 
forcement of health laws. 
In 
many sections 
of 
the 
United 
Singes where there 
has 
been 
rigid inspection of dairy herds, 
the inspectors have condemned 
from 35 to 50 per cent of the 
animals on the ground that they 
show a reaction when subjected 
to the tubercular test. 
This 
loss must be taken into consider­ 
ation in the study of our food 
preblem. 
Since it takes practically six 
years to replace a breeding ani­ 
mal. it is manifest that not for 
manv years t can 
the 
United 
states get hack 
to its normal 
beef-producing basis. 
Hysterical 
campaigns for the purpose of in­ 
ducing 
people 
to 
consume 
•,chuek'• steak rather than the 
more choice cuts will be unavail­ 
ing. 
The problem is not so 
"much to induce people to con­ 
sume one particular kind of food 
In preference to another, but to 
secure by some means or other 
the production of larger quanti­ 
ties of food so that there shall 
he a supply adequate for the 
country’s need. 
Unless the lienal law of sup­ 
ply and demand has been set 
aside, which is not likely, the 
only promising solution for the 
food problem is the assurance to 
the food producers 
that 
there 
will 
be a reasonable 
prospect 
for profitable operations, thus in­ 
ducing increased production, not 
only on the part of those who al­ 
ready are producing, 
but 
also 
through a more general drift of 
city residents back to the farm 
and a checking of the drift from 
the farm to the city.
